WASHED IW HIG WAVE 


Steerage Passengers Swept 
Off the 


Steamship t'iimjvania, 


FIVE HAVE DROWNED 


Whit* on Her Last Voyage Across the 


Atlantic Huge Ocean Liner Is 


Struck by a Veritable Del­ 


uge of Billows. 


New York. Oct. 14.—Five 
steerage 
passengers* on the C am pania wert? c a r­ 
ried overboard by a great wave 
th a t 
sw ept the ship 
on 
W ednesday 
last. 
N one of them w ere 
rescued. 
About 
th irty other steerage passenger* were 
Injured, some of them seriously. 
A 
gigantic wave rolled over the steam er 
and sw ept across the deck, w hich w as 
thick w ith steerage 
passengers. 
So 
suddenly w as th e com ing of the d isa s­ 
te r and so great the confusion which 
attended and followed It th a t even th# 
officers of the steam er them selves were 
unable to-day upon 
the vessel's a r ­ 
rival here to estim ate the full ex ten t of 
th e tragedy. 
It Is possible the flve 
persons know n to be m issing from the 
steerage m ay not constitute 
the full 
num ber of the dead. 
W h en the C am pania reached q u a r­ 


antine ten Injured 
passengers w ere 
still In the ship's hospital, sores 
of 
them seriously hurt, and a score of 
others nursing m inor Injuries. 
The C am pania was ploughing along 
under full headw ay 
last 
W ednesday 
afternoon. 
A heavy q u arterin g sea 
w as runnlnlg, but w eather conditions 
w ere far from u npleasant and the big 
boat's decks were crow ded w ith p a s­ 
sengers. The steerage deck w as cover­ 
ed w ith m erry m akers, and there w as 
nothing to Indicate 
the approaching 
disaster, when suddenly the big ste am ­ 
er lurched to port and w as scoured up 
in an enorm ous sea. 
A w ave hoarded 
th e steam er about m idship on the port 
side and sw ept clear across the ste e r­ 
age deck, com pletely filling the space 
betw een th at deck and the deck above 
and carrying everything w ith It. 
The 
steam er's side was burled so deep the 
passengers on 
the 
deck 
above the 
steerage w as subm erged to th eir w aists 
as an im m ense volum e of w ater rolled 
a ft and surged forw ard. 
AU 
cabin 
passengers on the upper deck succeed­ 
ed In clinging to supports while the 
w a ter surged around and were saved, 
b u t the unfortunates on th e steerage 
deck found them selves 
u tte rly help­ 
less. 
The Irresistible rush of w ater sw eep­ 
ing tow ard 
th e forw ard part 
of 
the 
ship 
carried 
everything 
before 
It. 
N ettings, heavy railings and other ob­ 
structions. w hich had 
been arranged 
near the railings to prevent the pas­ 
sengers 
being 
washed 
overboard, 
served their purpose only In p art. 
So 
great waa tho volum e and force of the 
rushlnlg w aters th a t a door In the rail 
w as sm ashed and through this opening 
th e first helpless ones who had been 
cau g h t by the w ave w as sw ept to th eir

Wooster, O., Ort. 14.—Judge Eason 
who heard the divorce case of Captain 
Elmore F. Taggart against his wife 
rendered his decision Friday afternoon 
The court granted Captain Taggart the 
divorce and the custody of the two chil­ 
dren. Culver, aged eleven, and Charles 
aged seven. 
Although Mrs. Taggart is denied the 
possession of the children, she will be 
permitted to see them. 
Captain Tag 
gart was In court during the reading 
of the decision. 
Mrs. Taggart Is III 
and was not present. 
The courtroom 
was crowded with an eagerly expectant 
throng of people. 
Judge Eason, before 
giving his decision, reviewed the peti­ 
tions, cross-petitions, answers and affi­ 
davits. 
In the course of his statem ent 
Judge Eason said that the testim ony 
was deeply touching. 
The charge of 
drunkenness against Captain T aggart 
the court said, was not sustained. 
The trial lasttMl seven w*‘"ks. 
The 
case went to the court a month ago. 
The suit was first started In July. 1904. 
by Captain Taggart, who flied a peti­ 
tion for divorce, charging his w ife with 
conduct unbecoming a wife and alleg­ 
ing th» excessive use of Intoxicants 
Mrs. Taggart heard of the proceedings 
at San Francisco several weeks later, 
and Immediately started for Wooster, 
the home of the Taggarts, where she 
flied a counter 
petition 
for divorce 
against Captain Taggart on the ground 
of cruelty and negligence. 
The case has been of exceptional In­ 
terest because of statem ents during the 
trial by Captain Taggart that the use 
of Intoxicants in the arm y wag so com ­ 
mon as to be alm ost the custom. 
A 
number 
of prominent 
army 
officers 
were named in Captain Taggart's peti­ 
tion as having been more or less the 
cause of the dom estic troubles between 
Captain and Mrs. Taggart.

He is a graduate of West 
Point and served at ’’arlous army posts. 
He was com missary officer of a divi­ 
sion In the Cuban cam paign and served 
with distinction in the Philippines.

T aggart, 
declared 
to his 
m other th at no m atter w hat the court 
decides he would rath er remain with 
her. 
Friday afternoon before the deci- 
ion of the court was announced the 
child went to his m other 
and 
said:

Morgan of A labam a was in 
Birmingham Friday and m ade a s ta te ­ 
ment in which he takes issue with 
President Roosevelt's proposed policy 
of conferring greater powers for the 
regulation of railway rates upon the 
Intercalate commerce commission. S en ­ 
ator Morgan said in part 
"We cannot adopt in this country the 
experiment of changing over night our 
present system. 
That experiment was 
tried m any times In history, and not 
once w as successful. 
Our country is 
prosperous, our peopl • are happy. The 
question. ‘Has the congress power to 
fix a railw ay rate?' has not been d e ­ 
termined. 
"The whole problem of fixing railw ay 
rates Is essentially a business and a 
great question, and should be solved lr. 
a judicial and businesslike m anner. The 
difficulty is th at the moment the ques­ 
tion is d i s c u s s e d it runs into polities at 
every point of the circumference. 
It 
should not b° made a political Issue In 
the usual acceptation of the word, for 
lf it be made, it will result In wrecking 
the industrial and commercial life of 
the country. There is so much at stake 
in this nation that patriotic citizens 
are now swept from th^lr moorings by 
Ill-advised agitation on the part of the 
persons who have neither the capacity 
to solve rightly a great constitutional 
problem, involving as it does not only 
the industrial and commercial prosp“r- 
ity of the country, but also some of the 
fundam ental principles of free orderly 
and constitutional government.”
